- Sergeant Protesting Anti-Soviet Policy, Say Reds 

LONDON, Tuesday, May 18—(7)—Moscow Radio said today 
Set. James M. McMillin, of the U. S. Army, has teld the Mayor 
of Moscow he intends to stay in Russia ‘as a protest against the anti- 
Soviet policies of the capitalists who at present rule America.” 

The broadcast said the 21-year-old sergeant put his reasons for 
refusing to go home in a letter to the Moscow Mayor and Ambassa- 
dor Walter B. Smith. 

The State Department in Washington announced Sunday night 
that McMillin, absent without ‘leave since Friday from his post in 
the military attache's office of the embassy in Moscow, had obvi- 
ously been “seduced and exploited by an experienced Soviet 
woman agent.” 

The spokesman described Sgt. McMillip as “a young and inex- 
perienced American.” (Another story on Page 6.) 


Tank Truck Blast Shakes Joplin, Mo. 


JOPLIN, Mo., May 17—(4’}—Thousands of panic-stricken per- 
sons jammed Joplin’s streets Monday night as a violent explosion 
rocked the city. 

Two men were injured, one of them critically. 

The blast was caused by explosion of fumes in an empty 5,000- 
gallon gasoline tank truck seven blocks from the downtown business 
district. The truck was being repaired at a body works plant. 

Joplin has a population of approximately 37,000 persons. 

The blast sent thousands of persons running into the streets, 
jammed telephone exchange switchboards and created a traffic 
snarl that took all available police an hour to untangle.

Acting Gov. Thompson has denied 
Would-be Gov. Talmadge’s accusation that 
he has been receiving made-to-order rul- 
ings from Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook. 


Mr. Talmadge, who readily accepted 
the Attorney General’s ruling on the Sol- 
dier Vote law, allowing a later primary, 
has taken exception to two recent deci- 
sions of the Attorney General, namely: 

That the Governor elected this Fall 
will be ineligible to succeed himself, and 

That the law prohibiting the letting of 
road contracts in the last three months of 
a Governor’s term does not apply in the 
present instance. 

In the latter case Mr. Cook may have 
interpreted the law correctly, but we agree 
with Mr. Talmadge that it is far from logi- 
cal to allow an Acting Governor privileges 
which a Governor is denied. Indeed, there 
is less necessity for safeguarding highway 
funds against a Governor, who is pre- 
vented from seeking re-election, than from 
an acting governor who is subjected to all 
the heat and pressure of a campaign while 

in office. Thus, if the law is indeed as the 
Attorney General construes it, then cer- 
tainly it should be changed. 

Anyhow, it seems to us the question 
currently is one which should be deter- 
mined by the courts rather than the Attor- 
ney General. The same is true on the issue 
of the eligibility of the man elected in No- 


vember to succeed himself as well as the 
date of his inauguration. 

We shuddered on Sunday, reading Mr. 
Talmadge’s declaration that, if elected, he 
thinks the Legislature should immediately 
convene itself for the purpose of inaug- 
urating him. Quite conceivably out of such 
action could come another two-Governor 
debacle to bring us shame and notoriety 
around the world. 

To insure we will not have a recurrence 
of last year’s fiasco, we would like to see a 
declaratory judgment, one which ll 
parties would agree in advance to accept 
in goad faith, on the questions: 

1. When shall the next Governor be 
inaugurated, ; 

2. Shall fhe Governor elected in No- 
vember be eligible to stand for re-election 
in 1950, and 

3. Does the prohibition against the let- 
ting of road contracts in the last 90 days 
of a Governor’s term apply to an Acting 
Governor? : 

These are vital questions, highly con- 
troversial.. Unfortunately, in every in- 
stance, the law is vague if not contradic- 
tory. 

Unless there is an authoritative ruling 
from a source whose impartiality is recog- 
nized, the State may well ayain be plunged 
into a comic-opera dispute over. the Gov- 
ernor’s chair.

Social Security Threatened 


Recently the House of Representa- 
tives slashed the appropriations request 
of the Social Security Administration in 
a manner most severe. The staff was 
reduced by two thirds, and the sum 
needed for grants to the various states for 
the United States Employment Service, 
now state directed, and for employment 
insurance was cut by $22,000,000. 


While the economies are questionable . 


in the light of their severity, even worse 
was the legislation which reorganizes the 
administration of Social Security and 
threatens, in our opinion, to upset the 
balanced development cf the Social Se- 
curity program in this country. 


The bill will divide the nation’s Social 
Security program into four separate and 


unrelated offices, or divisions. It will 
compel each to compete with the other 
for funds and for congressional assistance. 
It means four competing pressure groups. 
It makes impossible any overall direction 
of the program. It destroys the possibility 
of coordinated and effective direction. 


~ The Social Security Administration has 
been free from controversy and politics. 
It has a splendid reputation for non- 
political and efficient,administration. It 
admittedly has developed an integrated 
program. We do not mean to say that 
improvement cannot be made. But we 
urge all interested citizens to write their 
Senators with the hope that the House 
bill may be corrected in the Senate to the 
end that integrated direction and effort 
may be maintained.

‘Did Truman Bungle Peace Talk Proposal? 


WASHINGTON—Not being too familiar with the intricacies of American foreign policy or the 
diplomatic processes through which such policies are executed, it will be difficult for the average 
person to understand the rather pre-emptory way the administration has apparently dismissed the 


overtures coming from Moscow for a settlement of our differences with the Russians. 


To put the 


situation in its proper perspective, it is necessary to consider the basic facts in the case as they have 


developed. 

First, the American Ambassador in Moscow, 
Gen. Bedell Smith, presented Soviet Foreign 
Minister Molotov with a memorandum or note, 
previously prepared by the State Department and 
carefully reviewed by the White House, which 
sought clearly to define the aims of our foreign 
policy. 

The note included a statement to the effect 
that the United States is seeking “a path for 
restoring good and rational relations between 
our two coun , together with a radical miti- 
gation of the complications which at the present 
time is having such an unfavorable effect on in- 
ternational relations.” 

In addition, there was this significant para- 
graph: “As for the United States, the door always 
remains open for discussion and settlement of 
our differences.” 

It is not difficult to see where the Russians 
might easily have construed this as an invitation 
to sit down with them and make a further at- 
tempt to adjust our differences. 

The next step was for the Russians to make 
the correspondence public, together with their 
reply, including the following interesting state- 
ment by Mr. Molotov: 


“The Soviet Government adopts a posi- 
tive attitude toward the wishes of the 
United States Government as expressed 
with the proposal to begin, in this con-

nection, a discussion and settlement of 
differences existing between us.”” 


From the way the information was put out in 
Moscow, there was every surface indication of a 
willingness on the part of the Russians to sit 
down with us and work out our differences. The 
broadcast of the diplomatic exchange was made 
without rancor or criticism. It was given as a 
simple factual report and apparently aroused 
great enthusiasm among the Russian people. 

Subsequently Ptesident Truman issued a 


, Statement from the White House confirming the 


note, but saying that it was not intended as a 
bid for further talks with the Russians. 

And then on the following day Secretary of 
State Marshall made a statement in which he 
tended to throw further cold water on the idea 
of a United States-Russian “peace” conference. 
He suggested that any action toward settling 
our disputes be taken through the United Nations 
Organization, rather than a meeting between rep- 
resentatives of the two countries. 

We do not know yet what the final reaction 
of the Russians will be to these repulses. We may 
not have full evidence yet of their sincerity in 
the apparent acceptance they gave to the proposal 
of Ambassador Smith. 

It may be, as some people suspect, that the 
Russians were merely using this course to lead 
us on and perhaps defeat the program we have 
embarked upon for European .recovery and na- 
tional defense. © 

But the administration’s conduct is open to 
question, it seems, on the score of not exploring 
the matter more fully before dampening the ardor 
of any peace: moves that might be coming from 
Moscow. 

The Russians, we have long since learned, 
are a peculiar and suspicious people. They do 
not always react the way we do about everything. 

The least we could have done under the cir- 
cumstances, it would appear, is to have given 
them fullopportunity to prove themselves before 
questioning their motives. 


One of the worst possible consequences 
of the administration’s handling ef the 
affair is that it tends to give Henry Wallace 
a talking point in the challenge he has 
raised to American foreign policy. He will 
now begin to go out and create a doubt 


line: 

“Steer clear of Bourbon County.”

He was fearless, fighting duels 
with bowie knives, swords and guns. He served as our ambassador 
to Russia and led a life colorful enough for a half-dozen romantic 
novels. Hz was always sneering at his cousin, Henry. 

Anyhow, I don’t know who said, “Steer clear of Bourbon

WESTBROOK PEGLER 
_ The Herald-Tribune's ‘Republican Front! 


To date in my revelations of political influences at work behind the bland, Republican front of 
the New York Herald Tribune I have stayed up on my toes, boxed them fancy and used the ring. 
Now we stand flat-footed. This is not repartee. This is serious. 

Last Tuesday night in Madison Square Garden a preliminary speaker, warming up the Communist 
crowd for Henry Wallace, incited a riot at the Roxy Theater, close by, where a film was showing 


called “The Iron Curtain.” 


This is an anti-Communist film. 


It is belated and insufficient by far 


to redress the record of calculated assistance over many years. 


The riot against the film had been advertised 
in advance by the Communists so frankly that 
the New York police were on the alert. 

The preliminary speaker at the Garden was 
a notorious thief and slacker, a nimble oppor- 
tunist in religious matters and a preacher of the 
Communist policies and program. He is known 
by the alias of William S. Gailmor. His original 
name was William Margolis. He changed to 
Gailmor after he had been caught stealing auto- 
mobiles in New York. He has a record in the 
FBI, which appends to his criminal history a 
summary of his work in the field of Communist 
activity. 

Gailmor, or Margolis, first came to notice as 
a self-acknowledged “famous” commentator in 
1941. By 1944 he was making propaganda in a 
local radius around New York for Roosevelt and 
the fourth term. The investigation was difficult 
and I was unable to denounce him until after 
election. I then presented his criminal, and psy- 
chiatric, history to Ed Noble, the President of 
the old Blue Network, a New Dealer who did 
very well by himself in the radio business, Noble 
called in his “personnel” chief, who produced 
a pedigree filled in by Gailmor. In the space 
slugged “religion,” the answer was “none.” 


About 24 hours later, learning that he 
was discovered, Gailmor confessed his past 
te his employers but said he could not be 
a Communist because he was a very re- 

ligious man. He had, in fact, been edu- 
cated to be a Rabbi but had abandoned that 
career after his arrest. He escaped a prison 
term by accepting a commitment as a 
victim of a mental disorder called a “com- 
pulsion neurosis.” He couldn’t resist the 
temptation to steal that is the trouble of 
all thieves. 


Gailmor is a portly six-footer weighing 200 
pounds and still in his thirties’ But he wasn’t 
called on to go to the war bécause he was regard- 
ed as a psycho, the excuse of many cowards. 
The Blue Network insisted on keeping him for 
a time, but his Communist line and his associa- 
tion with Communists were so obvious that 
finally the pretense was dropped. He fell back 
into the small time on radio with a prosperous 
sideline of lectures to Jewish religious groups, 
which seem to have been deceived regarding his 
political background. 

When Henry Wallace set out on his North- 
western tour last Winter, Gailmor bobbed up in 
the troupe in the role of money-raiser. He dis- 
coursed a patter to loosen up the suckers and he 
and his assistants were using a large milk can 
to carry off the collections. 

The New York Herald-Tribune had a reporter 
along who wrote a special story about Gailmor. 
It was amusing and altogether favorable. It 
made no mention of his Communistic associa- 
tions or his criminal past. 

Sometime later I published for the first time 
the notorious Guru letters. Henry Wallace was 
challenged to deny that he had written them or 
to admit that he had. At a press conference a 
reporter for a radio station, not a newspaper 
reporter, although there were many newspaper 
reporters present, asked him to say whether he 
had written them. Wallace evaded with a vague 
reference to an “irresponsible columnist,” mean- 
ing me. The letters, incidentally, reflected an 
unbalanced emotional or mental state in the 
author, whoever he was. 

The Herald Tribune completely ignored the 
subject of the Gurd letters. It has not mentioned 
them yet although I can say that it made an 
investigation of them several years ago. Thus 
it was not ignorant of their existence or their 
bearing on Wallace. 

On the night of the riot at the Roxy Theater 
Gailmor said from the platform of Henry Wal- 
lace’s rally in the Garden: “A few blocks down 
the street they are going to show a Fascist pic- 


ture that should be boycotted by every right- 
thinking ‘person. So you know what to do.” 
At the close of the rally a screaming mob of 
2,000 Communists went to the Roxy. There was 
disorder and several persons were injured. 


Howard Rushmore, of the Journal-American, 
an ex-Communist who formerly worked for the 
Daily Worker, wrote that the riot was actually 
sponsored by an organized Communist front. He 
named several well-known local Bolsheviki as 
the leaders. 

Now to surround the Herald-Tribune. 

Last Oct. 5, Gailmor made a local broadcast 
over WHN in New York with a guest artist who 
was Joseph G. Herzberg, the City Editor of the 
Herald-Tribune. Herzberg had written a part of 
and edited a new book called “Late City Edition.” 


In his introduction, Gailmor praised Albert 


(Maltz, one of 10 Hollywood rewrite hands in- 


dicted for refusal t® answer before the Thomas 
Committee whether they were or ever had been 
members of the Communist party. He also 
quoted Maltz in defense of himself and the other 
nine as “the conscience of mankind.” 


Gailmor then introduced Herzberg in 
extravagant terms, This thief and rene- 
gade of both his religious faith and the 
profession of journalism turned out to be 
an old friend of the City Editor of the 
Herald-Tribune, which professes to be a 
Republican paper. Gailmor called the 
City Editor “Joe.” Herzberg called him 
“Bill.” The Herald Tribune received the 
doubtful compliment of recognition by 
Gailmor as “a great newspaper.” That 
would lift the H-T to the level of the Daily 
Worker and Pravda in his estimation. 


Herzberg said the only test of a reporter’s 
work on the H-T was “has the story been cov- 
ered faithfully?” 

As a test of the truth of that statement and 
of the Herald Tribune’s conduct these facts are 
submitted: Herzberg is a friend of a notorious 
rogue who is a discredit to decent journalism and 
appears as his guest on a broadcast. Herzberg’s 
reporter, in coverinz “faithfully” the story of 
Gailmor’s work collecting nuney for Henry Wal- 
lace on tour, completely withheld the most in- 
formative facts about his City Editor’s friend, or 
was the victim of editing to that effect. Herz- 
berg’s reporters, as presented in print, did not 
mention any of the great volume of information 
which unmistakably associates the City Editor’s 
friend with a number of Communist fronts.

It is with distinct misgivings 


that I set out to write this series — 


of articles for I am persuaded 
that it will be a thankless task. 
If I have been fortunate enough 
to engage the sympathy of the 
reader up to this point, I am 
now in imminent danger of los- 
ing his good will inasmuch as 
I shall find it expedient to sug- 
gest a curtailment in the use of 
this, his favorite drug. 

Despite a widespread impres- 
sion to the contrary, it has nev- 
ér been my purpose to dispute 
the merits of the Blackwood 
convention. But I think there is 
little doubt that it has been the 
most over-used bridge gadget 
ever devised. 

It all came about from some 
one having held forth the claim 
that it can be learned in five 
minutes. This claim must have 
been launched by the real estate 
agent who described the house 
as just “a stone’s throw from 
the station.” I fear the claim is 
without foundation. In a sense 
Blackwood can be learned in 
five minutes, just as one may be 
told how to drive a car in that 
period of time. But I for one, 
am opposed to being chauffered 
around by~° anyone who has 
‘picked up the “trade” that 
quickly and may heaven protect 
you from the partner who has 
learned Blackwood in this 
speedy manner. 

“ To be sure one can learn to 
say “Four no trump” in five 
minutes and acquaint himself 
with the responses. I know a 
seafaring man whose parrot has 
added to his normal sea-going 
vocabulary the expression ‘Four 


no trump” but you are welcome

to have him as a partner in a 
set match (I mean the parrot) 
anytime you want. 

In point of fact, Blackwood is 
a rather difficult convention 
and unless you are willing to 
make this concession, and take 
time out to learn its proper use, 
Il can see little hope tor your 
salvation. 

To start with, there are not 
enough players who seem able 
to recognize when a four no 
trump bid is Blackwood and 
when it is not. An overwhelm- 
ing majority labors under the 
impression that any bid of four 
no trump calls for a display of 
aces. If partner opens with fou 
no trump they show aces. If 
partner overcalls an opening 
four bid with no trump, they 
show aces. If partner has raised 
them from three to four no 
trump, because it’s the only 
chance he has had to offer a no 
trump raise, they show aces. 
Now this is all wrong and can- 
not be learned in five minutes 
I therefore beseech you for a 
little bit more of your time.

Lest I open myself to the 


charge of prejudice, let me 
quote from Easley Blackwood, 
the author of the convention: 

“We do not pretend that the 
Blackwood convention will solve 
your slam problems because 
there are certain types of hands 
that cannot be covered by 
Blackwood.” 

“The Blackwood convention 
is subject to abuse and players 
are. warned against trying it too 
often.” 

“During the _ preliminary 
rounds the player must make 
certain that Blackwood will pro- 
duce better results than cue 
bidding or a direct try for 
slam.” 

My own impression is that if 
vou use the Blackwood conven. 
tion on more than 25 per cent of 
your slams, you are probably 
overdoing it.
